Tlioy have sacrificed everything that was 
worth retaining, aud garrotted every intcresl 
tliat promised lo bccomo a Buurce of wcukb— 
and all for what t Why, that a fow aue- 
tionetrs should enrich themselves at the ex- 
pense of our legitimate retail dealers, and tbut 
a few commission merchants should make 
money by storing goods that can't be pnid 
unless at rninous eaoriUees. Tlio colony li.is 
been cramped and retarded lor the .--ako 
those men, who wore vaingloriuu.s enough lo 
boast that every eounliy on the racilie 
should bear them tribute. After seven ycar.s 
trial, however, we find that our position witli 
the rest of the Pacific ia exactly reversed. 
Wa are the miserable tribute hearers even lo 
the smallest of uur noigliborj. We c.xp.n I ul 
imported tnereliandi/.e to .S.t i J^'raneiscn, 
something short the present year uf $100,OLO. 
while we take from her imports of tbe euor 
raous value of 81,372,000. To Oregon we 
shall export about S-10,000 and pay for almost 
$200,000, and to l'u!?et Sound about S35,(llH) 
and pay for S210,0nO. 'I'bia is tbo way we 
lay the I'ueifio ui.der coiitriljutioiis. Our 
morning ooritompornry is, however no way 
astounded er taken aback at our ralhor un- 
proQlable posiliiii, but philosophically conlenis 
himself with an'imagiuaiy trade whicb doo- 
not make its appearance in the Aniorioaii 
Consul's books. This ho puts down mildly 
ata million dollars. We have all rea>l of the 
remarkable doings of " Will Watoh, ibe hold 
smuggler ;" but we are rather inclined t ■ 
think Will would be considerably under lie 
mark in Vancouver Island. To malto mir 
$172,000 of merchandise exporis lo tlie .\im' 
rican territory carry an illcgiliinato trade ul 
a million dolhuH would beat that other ro- 
raarliable feat announced some time since by 
our contemporary— of Wharf street carrying 
Cariboo on its back. The misfortune is, 
however, that our contemporary's bold cnlcu 
lation Would leave Vancouver Island in 
a state of nudity ; for if we look from our 
importationa a million of dollars for the Aiiif 
rican territory besides the million nnil a luill 
or two millions fur l!rili.sh Columbia, ue 
should not liavo in Vancouver Island 
enough dry goods to clothe our policemen or 
enough flour and meat to keep iho population 
a fortnight. 

The only export trade thai seems lo kic p 
lip to Iho mark is thai with the .'^andwieli 
Islands. For the jiait niiin nkintlia we have' 
sent to Honolulu nearly ^jSti.OOO of uierchaii 
disc. Of home productions we have export- 
ed the very small amount of 82,900. To ibc 
American territory our e.vporlatiuns of liirs 
skins and ooni liavo aniounlcd ilurin^' li.e 
last nine nioi.lln to 5 'J'.),ij''iJ ; wliich wuuld 
give lor tho year .-r Kil.: 1 -a duerrasc i,n 
18C4 of .'J;2.'),8.")r). Of these e.\[iortB coal 
amounted to S!>'J,471 and furs and skins 
to 840,192 During the last fow inoiiilis 
tbo export of fish and oil has very 
much increased. In July we sent to ilie 
American territory .-?13-<!1 and in .Seiileinber 
^I'JTIi. .\s a whole, hijwever, our i'.\|iortH 
are truly pitiable, and disgraceful lo any eul- 
iiny of An;;lo- Saxon people. Under |iruiM.i 
govornniuiit we should have boon to~day ibu 
largest exporting country (leaving out gold) 
according to our population, on the Pacific 
coast. It is this melancholy fact — this want 
of home industiy and oniployinoiit fur llio 
populnlion, that .speaks in .sueli thunder tones 
against the Iree porl and il.s siip|i(Jttcrs. Come 
union when it may, thai nunient we inusi 
adopt tbo policy of every other new country 
— of Canada and tho United States, Aitslralia 
and the C'npo uf (food llopo. 'I'Iuh is really 
what is at .stnki' in every elrelimi contest on 
the Island. .\ few months may hcimI ii,^ 
union ; but to uiijoy Iho bem llts ol tho parl- 
norship we must labor with mighl und inniii 
to inaugurate a culoniai policy that will 
make the country productive. To retain 
the paltry positinu of being a retail shop, and 
a very poor ono at that, lor a few San I'r in- 
oifico or Kiigli-li incrcbaiits, \j a destiny we 
think scarcely worthy llio e.\in lion of an oner- 
gotic poople. 'flic new fangled notion of tlio 
country being made to di pend on the town 
for support Is in keeping with the carl before 
the hoiBO ideas of aomo of our Viotoria poliiU 
onl cooDOmists, but it will have to bo abnn- 
donuil. Tho town hini proved a broken reed 
lo il.self as well as lo the eoun try, anil llui 
auoilur » firmer fuumlutiuii i.s uhtaiiiud fur 
both the better.
